T have  the  honoui'  to  ])i'eseiit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  Borou^li  foi-  tlie  year  lh30. 

The  rejwit  required  by  the  Afinistry  of  Healtii  tliis  year  is  a 
survey  report,  -which  lias  to  lie  of  a fullej-  and  more  detailed  char- 
acter than  the  ordinary  report. 

3’he  year  vas  chiefly  notcwvoj  thy  fi'om  the  fact  that  a gj-eat  cdiange 
in  health  adniini-stration  took  [ilace  in  Apiil,  P.'.'IO,  by  the  trans- 
fcj’cnce  of  the  T^oor  Law  work  from  the  IToard  of  Guardians  to  the 
P.orough  Council. 

A review  of  the  vajious  hosjiital  .services  available  for  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Borough  will  lie  found  in  the  report,  and  also  a 
.summary  of  the  housing  condilions  in  the  Borough. 

Among  the  main  features  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  were 
the  low  general  death  rate  ami  the  low  birth  rate.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  also  low,  although  not  quite  .so  good  as  the 
jecoid  of  The  most  unsatisfactoiy  featvne  Avas  the  very 

high  (.'ancer  death  rate,  Avhich  has  l ecn  .steadily  increasing  for 
over  30  years.  During  the  same  jieriod  the  death  rate  irom  Tuber- 
culosis has  been  decreasing  at  an  almost  eipiivalent  rate. 

Xotifiablc  infectious  diseases,  ]>aj ticukrrly  Scarlet  Fe\'er  and 
JAiphtheria,  Avei'e  very  prevalent  throughout  the  year. 

I have  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Assi.stant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (Dr.  J.  Grant)  and  to  all  the  membejs  of  my  staff  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  in  the  Avork  of  the  Department  throughout  the 
year.

was  only  10-6  eonipaj-cd  witli  lO-O  in  tlic  previous  3’car. 

Tlic  death-rate  of  1 1 -S  jjer  thousand  is  one  of  tlie  lowest  rei  orded 
in  the  liorough,  the  total  number  of  deaths  lieing  o7S,  as  against 
72!)  in  1!)2!).  The  principal  killing  disease  is  Heart  Disease,  which 
was  respoiisihlc  for  111  deaths,  and  when  (tonihined  with  Cerehjal 
Hfiemoirhage  and  Arterio-Sclerosis  was  resjjonsihle  for  170  deaths, 
or  approximately  30%  of  the  total  deatlis.  Cancer  was  res{)onsihle 
for  SI  deaths.  This  figure  is  the  same  as  that  of  l!t23and  l!)27,and 
is  equal  to  the  highest  recorded  in  any  one  year  in  the  Borough. 
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l''igurcs  for  this  disease  not  only  become  numerically  larger,  but  arc 
increasing  still  more  when  taken  into  consideration  as  a percentage 
of  the  total  deaths.

The 
usual  reports  to  the  number  of  TG  were  rc'ceived  by  the  .Mcdii-al 
Ulbcer  of  Health  during  the  year,  and  ail  the  reports  ashed  for  were 
received  within  a reasonable  period. 
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(.1)  Poor  Law  Medical  Out-Relief.  For  tlio.  purpose  of  Poor  Law 
^feiliral  ()ut-Heli*'f,  and  also  fur  Vaia-inalion,  the  Porougli  is  divided 
into  two  distiicts.  Xo.  1 distrivt  is  comprised  of  the  four  wards — • 
lloruinglow,  \’ict()ria,  Sliolmall,  and  Purton-  aiid  liad  a ])0])ulation 
at  the  Census  of  I'.Cl  of  24, did.  Xo.  2 district  is  coinpi-ised  of  the 
four  wards — I'xluidge,  Broadway,  Staitenliill,  Wdnsliill  and  tCet- 
more- -and  the  population  ot  this  area  at  the  Census  was  24,500. 
The  iNfedical  Ollicer  and  Public  Vacciiiator  of  Xo.  1 District  is  Dr. 
J.  B.  Stanley,  and  for  Xo.  2 District  Dr.  C.  Salt.  These  districts 
so  far  as  the  Borough  is  concerned  were  only  slightly  altered  when 
the  work  ^vas  transferred  to  the  Local  Authority  in  April,  lOdO, 
but  certain  districts  outside  the  Boi'ough  previously  included  in  the 
districts  of  these  i\redical  Olhcers  were  at  that  time  transferred  to, 
other  iNfedical  Ollicers. 

(0)  Laboratory  Facilities.  Specimens  such  as  Diphtheria  Swabs 
sputum  from  Tuberculosis,  Anthrax,  Ringworm,  etc.,  are  examined  • 
at  the  Laboratory  of  the  local  Health  Department. 

Laborator\-  work  in  connection  with  Venereal  Diseases  is  done 
by  arrangement  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  at  their 
Laboratory,  St.  i\Iary’s  Gate,  Derby. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  ^Manchester,  carry  out  tests  for 
Tubercle  in  milk,  bacterial  count  of  graded  milk,  torts  for  Tyjjhoid 
and  Para  Typhoid  Fevers,  and  examination  of  lochia  and  blood  in 
cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerjjeral  P\Texia. 

Some  specimens  from  persistent  Diphtheria  “ Carriers”  have 
also  been  sent  to  this  Laboratory  for  a Virulence  test. 

The  examination  of  water,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological, 
is  done  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  local  Health  Department,  while 
the  examination  of  all  foodstuffs  and  samples  under  the  Fertilisers 
and  Feedings  Stuffs  Act,  1930,  ai'c  carilcd  out  by  the  Public  Analyst, 
iMr.  Wm.  Partridge,  at  his  Laboratoiy  in  London.

At  the  Poor  Law  Hospital,  Belvedere  House,  the  total  numl;er 
of  admis.sions  was  412  for  the  period  1st  April,  1930,  to  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1930.  About  30%  of  these  patients  belong  to  districts  outside 
the  area  of  the  Borough. 


The  hospital  provision  for  infectious  diseases  was  found  to  bo 
inadcfpiate  during  the  past  few  years.  This  is  to  be  remedied  by 
the  provision  of  a new  cubicle  block  containing  eight  separate 
cubicles  and  two  small  wards  of  four  l)cds  each — a total  of  10  beds. 
This  new  ward  is  aiow  in  course  of  erection  and,  when  completed, 
the  total  number  of  beds  available  for  infectious  cases  will  be  54 — 
the  old  smallpox  pavilion  now  unfit  for  use  being  no  longer  included. 


Special  Hospitals.  At  neighbouring  towns  such  as  Derby  and 
Birmingham,  hospitals  arc  also  u.scd  to  a considerable  extent  by 
inhabitants  of  the  Borough.

It  is  opci\  on  jlfonday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
afternoons  for  infant  consultations  and  nicdical  examinations.  The 
aeconnnodation  pi  ovidcd  consists  of  one  room  and  a storeroom  on 
the  ground  floor,  and  on  the  first  floor  a waiting  room,  a consulting 
room,  doctor's  room  and  waiting  room.  The  accommodation  for 
the  work  done  is  cpiite  inadctpmtc. 

Thk  Axte  Xatal  Clinic  is  lield  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  on 
Friday  afternoons  at  2 p.m.  It  is  provi<lcd  by  the  Corporation. 

The  School  Clinic  is  provided  by  the  Education  Committee, 
and  is  situate  at  .‘12,  Union  Street.  It  is  open  daily  for  the  treat- 
ment of  minor  ailments  and  running  ears. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  held  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  is  jirovided 
by  the  Education  Committee.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  for  the  dental  treat- 
ment of  expectant  and  nursing  motheis  and  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age. 

The  Eye  Clinic  is  held  once  a week  at  the  School  Clinic,  is  pro- 
vided liy  the  Education  Committee,  and  is  under  the  control  of  Dr. 
-Tagger.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  IMaterniW  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  for  the  examination  and  treatment  at  the  E^’e 
Clinic  of  children  under  the  age  of  five  years. 

The  (3rthop.t;dic  Clinic  is  jointly  provided  by  the  Health, 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and . Education  Committees.  It  is 
held  at  the  School  Clinic,  32,  Union  Street.  It  is  under  the  control 
of  Dr.  IMoir,  who  attends  once  a month,  the  Clinic  being  open  three 
times  a week  for  treatment  by  a Masseuse.  The  accommodation 
provided  is  inadequate. 

The  Tuherculosis  Dispen.sary  is  .situated  at  31,  Union  Street, 
and  is  provided  by  the  Coiqioration.  It  is  open  on  Tuesday  and 
Friday  afternoons.

The 
supply  is  on  the  constant  s^'stem,  and  is  sufficient  in  quantity  and 
of  good  quality.  The  \\ater  is  a hard  one,  and  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action.

A number  of  houses  (about  7S)  are  still  sup])lied  bv  shallow 
wells,  the  remainder  having  the  public  sujij)!^'. 
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l-jirlit  samplos  of  walor  lalvoii  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  from 
shallow  wells  were  analysed  during  the  year.  Of  these,  six  were 
fonml  to  be  unlit  for  doinoslie  use  and  two  were  passed. 

Closet  Accommodation.  During  tlie  year  14  privies  and  Kill 
[viil  closets  were  oonverted  to  the  water  carriage  systtnn,  and  15 
additional  closets  provided  so  as  to  give  separate  closet  accom- 
modation to  each  house. 

The  work  of  the  conversion  of  closets  to  the  Avater  carriage 
svstem  was  begun  in  the  year  1901,  and  since  that  time  2,112  privy 
middens  and  5, .347  ]iail  closets  have  been  converted,  while  002 
additional  water  closets  have  been  provided,  a total  of  8,021. 

The  closets  remaiiring  to  be  converted  number  1,000  pail  closets 
and  5 priv}'  middens. 

Xo  district  in  the  Doi’ough  is  yet  entirely  clear  of  pail  closets, 
but  the  Winshill  district  is  almost  clear.  The  work  of  collection 
of  closet  refuse  gets  more  ditbcult  owing  to  the  remaining  closets 
being  scattered  in  nearly  every  street  and  district  in  the  Borough. 

In  1031  the  Corporation  rc.solvcd  to  complete  the  conversion  of 
clo.sets  to  the  Avater  carriage  system  AA'ithin  tAA'clve  months  Avith  the 
assistance  of  a grant  fi  om  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee. 


Scavenging.  The  scaAnmging  is  entirely  carried  out  by  the  Refuse 
Removal  Department  of  the  Corjroration.

It  will  be  ob,scr\ed  that  sick  jiay  has  iinrcascd  l)y  £13  G's.  3d. 
during  the  year — bronchitis  and  rheumatism  being  chiefly  the 
cause  of  same.  One  acci<lent  occurred,  for  which  eompensatioir 
pay  was  made,  viz.,  C.  IJirkeuhead,  who  was  injured  through  con- 
tact with  iron  railings  in  Queen  iStreet  while  riding  on  one  of  the 
Frei'diters:  ho  was  ab.sent  from  dutv  four  weeks. 
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Tlirrc  Vrt'igliU'is  were  pmx-liascd  (luring  the  year  and  coin- 
lut'iu'od  hnusc  refuse  colleclicjii  cm  the  8th  Septeiuber  last,  together 
with  the  hreighlor  hired  from  the  Stores  Deijartmcnt. 

Siiiee  October  1st  (25.1  weeks)  the  weight  of  refuse  collected  by 
the  four  h'reigliter.s  i.s  5,208  tons,  an  average  of  51  tons  per  week 
per  Freighter. 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  by  carts  during  the  same  period 
is  060  tons,  an  average  of  38  tons  per  week. 

Prior  to  the  Freighters  being  brought  into  u.sc,  t he  whole  of  the 
house  refu.se  was  cadlcctcd  l.>y  carts — -assuming  the  weight  collected 
(as  in  previous  years)  at  230  tons  per  week,  the  weight  is  6,095  tons. 

Add  on  20  tons  per  week  for  52  weeks  (1,040  tons)  of  trade  refuse 
delivered  by  tradesmen  and  others  at  the  Destructor  Works,  it  gives 
a grand  total  of  13,309  tons  of  refuse  dealt  witli  during  the  3'ear— 
the  approximate  weight  given  in  my  report  for  previous  year  evas 
13,450  ton.s. 

In  the  report  of  the  Borough  Treasurer  re  Costing  Account  pre- 
sented to  your  Committee  on  the  2Sth  November  last,  it  was  shown 
that  the  cost  per  ton  of  (‘(Electing  house  refuse  was  8/4  per  ton  for 
new  Freighters  and  8;'6  per  ton  stores  Freighter  ; however,  since 
then  the  weight  colU'cted  per  Freighter  has  increa.sed,  consequent!}' 
the  cost  per  ton  for  collecting  is  reduced. 

Five  horses  are  engaged  in  the  whole  of  the  carting — three  hor.ses 
on  night  work  empty  ing  contents  of  sanitary  pans  and  substituting 
clean  pans  for  dirty  jjans. 

Two  horses  are  collecting  refuse  left  over  by  Freighters  and 
emptying  contents  of  ashpits,  etc.  No  fresh  hor.ses  have  been  pur- 
chased and  no  hiring  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

11,805  ashpans  have  been  emptied  weekly. 

206  ashpans  have  been  supplied  as  roiewals  and  additions. 
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lOS  dry  aslipits  have  boon  cmjjticd  coinparcd  with  140  the 
l)rcvious  year. 

13  coinliincd  privies  and  .ishpits  have  been  emptied  during  tlic 
} car  compared  witli  42  the  previous  year. 

21  loads  of  excreta  liave  been  dealt  w'ith  vcehlv,  a decrease 
of  4 loads  per  week. 

170  sanitary  pans  have  been  converted  to  W.C.’s  during  the 
year,  and  a few  others  bi-ought  in  that  were  not  recpiired,  this 
leaves  980  pans  still  to  be  converted. 

Nine  combined  privies  and  ashjiits  have  been  converted  to  W.C.’.s, 
leaving  five  pits  still  to  be  dealt  w'ith. 

100  tons  of  night  soil  ha\  c been  disposed  of  bj^  trucks,  compared 
wdth  177  tons  the  previous  year. 

Arrangement  has  again  been  made  with  IMrs.  Woollc}’,  \Vetmore 
Hall  Farm,  for  the  deposit  of  excreta  at  the  Depot  during  the 
coming  summer  on  the  same  terms  as  last  year,  viz.,  £.25  to  cover 
everything. 

The  estimated  cost  of  working  and  maintenance  of  plant  was 
fixed  at  £8,579  ; the  ai^proximate  cost  is  £8,004. 

The  sale  of  horses,  carts,  and  harness,  liowcvcr,  brought  into  the 
income  .£310  14s.  Od. 

Estimate  for  ensuing  year  is  £8,021. 

DESTRUCTOR. 

The  number  of  w'orkmen  employed  is  11.  An  extra  hand  is  en- 
gagorl  during  the  bu-siest  period  of  the  year  owing  to  the  Freighters 
not  tipping  the  refuse  as  clear  of  the  back-up  lialk  as  the  carts  u.sctl 
to  do  ; hence  the  cause  of  more  work  in  this  respect.

The  general  repairs  carried  out  last  summer  took  between  eight 
and  nine  weeks  to  complete — the  furnaces  and  arches  were  found 
to  be  practically  burnt  out. 

Part  of  the  refuse  collected  during  that  time  had  to  be  tipped  on 
land  rented  from  iMessrs.  Sanders  Bros.,  Blackpool  Street  ; it  was 
picked  up  again,  as  convenient  to  us. 

t)hl  tins  and  .seJ'ap  iron  sold  during  the  3’ear  amounted  to  (32  tons, 
9 ca\'ts.,  3 qrs. 

Tlie  estimated  cost  of  working  and  maintenance  of  plant  and  loan 
charges  was  li.xed  at  £4,343.  The  approximate  cost  is  £4,274. 
Estimate  for  ensuing  year  is  £4,128.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

COMMITTEE. 

I have  the  honour  to  pi’csent  to  you  m^-  Annual  Report  upon 
the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year  ended  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1930. 

I have  to  record  certain  alterations  in  the  staff.  I\Ir.  F.  Lomas, 
who  was  the  Junior  Sanitary  Inspector,  obtained  an  appointment 
as  Assistant  Inspector  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Barnes, 
and  commenced  duties  there  in  iMarch,  1930.  0\wng  to  the  in- 
creased duties  devolving  upon  the  Department  in  conserpience  of 
new  legislation  and  regulations  made  thereunder,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  efficiently  carry  out  the  duties  with  the  same  staff, 
and  another  Inspector  was  appointed,  in  addition  to  the  one  chosen 
to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Lomas.  Mr.  H.  S.  Jenkinson,  of  Burton, 
and  Mr.  A.  E.  Thompson,  of  Liverpool,  were  appointed,  both  of 
whom  have  since  their  a])pointmcnt  olitaihed  the  special  Food 
Inspectors’  Certificate^  issued  by  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 
There  are  now  four  Assi.stant  Inspectors,  two  being  in  Grade  Cand 
two  in  Grade  D,  all  of  whom  hold  the  above-mentioned  certificate. 

The  ninnber  of  complaints  received  during'  the  year  was  G5G 
and  in  every  ease  the  premises  complained  of  wei-e  visited,  nuisances 
being  found  to  exist  in  G09  instances,  notices  being  served  where 
necessary.

The  number  of  nuisances  abated  during  the  year  was  2,710, 
and,  in  addition,  2.70  contraventions  wliich  were  discovered  in 
Dairic.s,  TiOdging  Houses,  Slaughterhouses,  etc.,  were  remedied. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  detailed  report  which  follows,  a large 
amount  of  work  of  a useful  character  has  been  carried  out  ; the 
total  number  of  inspections  of  all  classes — 20,9o4 — is  extremely 
satisfactory. 

The  dilliculty  refei'rcd  to  in  previous  years  of  getting  tlie  necessary 
work  carried  out  was  again  experienced  in  1930,  this  being 
especially  the  ease  with  regard  to  the  conversion  of  privies  and  pail 
closets  to  the  W.C.  system,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
certain  action  is  being  comsidered  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  exjoedite 
this  imjDortant  Avork.  Tt  aaus  found  necessar}'  to  institute  proceed- 
ings in  three  cases,  one  being  a case  of  overcroAvding,  another  failure 
to  comply  Avith  the  I’crpiircments  of  a notice  for  the  abatement  of 
a nuisa)ice,  and  t he  third  a ca.se  of  a cara\mn  being  occupied  as  a 
dAA'cllirg  and  same  being  mrfit  for  such  occupation.  Orders  Avere 
made  by  the  l^fagist rates  for  the  abatement'  of  the  nuisances  in  14 
days.  In  certain  other  cases,  proceedings  were  authorised  by  the 
Committee,  but,  after  letters  had  been  sent  by  the  ToAvn  Clerk, 
the  necessary  Avork  Avas  put  in  hand  and  completed  without  a sum- 
mons actually  being  seiu-ed.

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HoiJSC-tO-House  fnspcctions.  This  impoitant  work  lins  rccoivofl 
allcnt ion  during  the  yenr.  For  many  years  j)rcvious  it  lias  been 
foniitl  impossible  to  undertake  any  systematic  bousc-to-bonsc 
inspedion,  but  in  the  year  under  review  34-1  bouses  were  inspected 
under  (be  Housing  Acts.  Furtlier  particulars  relating  to  bouse-to- 
bpiise  work  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

Public  Health  (Heat)  Regulations,  1924.  These  regulations  have 
entailed  a considerable  amount  of  work  in  the  administration  of 
same,  there  having  been  3,448  visits  to  slaughterhouses  and  571 
visits  to  markets  and  shops  for  the  purpose  of  food  inspection. 

During  the  year  about  170  notices  of  slaughter  were  received  in 
addition  to  the  notices  of  regular  slaughter  received  from  the 
butchers.  For  the  most  part  they  referred  to  the  slaughter  of  pigs 
by  cottagers,  which  were  in  most  cases  killed  at  slaughterhouses, 
and  in  every  case  the  carcases  were  inspected  after  slaughter. 

Fj'om  time  to  time  din  ing  the  year  minor  contraventions  were 
noted,  chiclly  in  the  du’ection  of  precautions  not  being  taken  to 
prevent  contamination  in  the  handling  of  meat,  and  in  every  case 
a warning  was  given  to  the  offender. 

Caseous  Lymphadenitis.'  Owing  to  the  Jirevalence  of  this  disease 
in  mutton  carca.ses  imported  from  certain  countries,  it  has  been 
found  neccs.sary  to  make  thorough  examinations  of  all  such  carcases 
arriving  in  this  country  at  the  ijort.s.  In  certain  ca.scs,  howevci-,  it 
is  found  impo.ssible  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  to  conduct 
such  examinatioirs,  and  in  .such  cases  information  is  sent  to  the 
Health  Department  of  the  town  where  such  carcases  are  being 
forwarded  in  order  that  arrangements  may  be  made  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  carca.ses  by  the  local  Sanitary  In.spectors.  During 
the  3’ear  2,198  carcases  were  examined  at  the  two  cold  stores  in 
the  town. 

Shops  Acts,  1912  to  1328.  T he  administration  of  these  Acts 
continues  to  receive  attention,  2,400  visits  having  been  made  during 
the  year  1930.  Closing  Orders  are  in  force  regulating  the  hours 
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of  closing  for  ilic  following  trades,  viz.,  boot  dealers,  liairdrcssers 
and  barbers,  watchmakers  and  jewellers,  and  butchers  and  pork- 
butchers. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time  of 
certain  shops  in  various  paits  of  the  town  being  kept  open  after 
time,  and  visits  were  made  on  Friday  and  iSaturday  jughts,  warnings 
being  given  in  a few  instances,  and  a report  was  also  .‘submitted  to 
the  Health  (‘(jimnittee,  letters  of  warning  being  sent  by  the  Town 
Clerk.  Tn  addition,  articles  were  put  in  the  local  newspajicrs  from 
time  to  time  calling. attention  to  the  hours  of  closing. 

Smoke  Abatement.  A certain  amount  of  useful  work  was  accom- 
plished in  the  direction  of  smoke  abatement,  119  ob.servations  being 
taken,  and  in  12  instances  nuisances  were  found  to  exist,  the  olTcnd- 
ing  firms  being  notified.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  all  the  firms 
in  the  town  scein  to  be  alive  to  the  necessity  for  action  in  this  par- 
ticular sphere  of  work,  if  onh*  from  the  point  of  view  of  economy, 
it  being  proved  conclusively  that  the  emission  of  dense  black  smoke 
means  not  only  waste  in  boiler  efficiency,  but  also  waste  in  consump- 
tion of  fuel  ; but  the  part  which  appeals  to  sanitarians  is,  of  course, 
the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919.  Tiie  administration  of 
this  Act  continues  to  receive  attention,  applications  for  advice 
or  assistance  having  been  received  throughout  the  past  year.  The 
total  number  of  visits  paid  during  the  year  re  rat  destruction 
was  415,  53  additional  prcmi.ses  being  dealt  with  and  about  7,OUO 
poison  baits  having  been  laid.  We  have  direct  evidence  of  about 
1,100  rats  having  been  destroyed,  whilst  six  letters  ami  three 
Statutory  Notice  were  served  rerpiiring  work  to  be  carried  out  in 
the  direction  of  rat  extermination. 

During  National  Rat  Week,  oid  to  8th  November,  special  atten- 
tion was  devoted  to  the  work,  the  additional  measures  taken  in- 
cluding the  following  : — ■ 

(1)  Tlie  sewers  in  many  parts  of  the  town  were  baited. 


(2)  Special  articles  were  printed  in  the  local  jiapers  inviting  the 
eo-operation  of  Ihe  townspeople,  and  as  a result  of  this  ahout 
30  applications  for  assistance  wei'c  received  during  the  ■week. 

(3)  Special  posters  Avere  obtained  and  posted  on  the  bill-posting 
stations  throughout  the  town,  also  outsiile  tlic  Public  Library 
and  the  ^^farket  Hall.  . 

(4)  Action  was  also  taken  at  several  Corporation  properties, 
notably  the  grounds  surrounding  the  f.solation  Hos])ital  and 
also  at  certain  premises  Avhere  buildings  had  been  demolished 
for  road  widening  purposes,  and  a considerable  amount  of 
success  was  attained. 

(5)  The  local  rat  catchers  Avcrc  interviewed  and  urged  to  devote 
as  much  time  as  possible  to  this  particular  work. 

At  four  premises  in  the  toAvn  which  were  badly  infested,  it  was 
cvcntuall}’  decided  that  the  only  way  to  keep  out  the  rodents  was 
to  carry  out  extcnsiA  C structural  alterations  to  render  the  premises 
ratproof,  and  this  Avas  done  under  the  supervision  of  this  Depart- 
ment. 

Ice  Cream.  The  promises  used  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice  cream  Avere  regularly  inspected  during  the  summer  nu)nths, 
1)5  inspections  having  been  made. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  The  number  of  Common  Lodging 
Houses  on  the  register  is  three,  there  being  accommodation  for  134 
adults  and  7 children  ; 210  imsiACctions  aa'cic  made,  and  01  conti'a- 
ventions  of  a minor  character  Avero  discovered  and  dealt  A\-it])  during 
the  3' ear. 

Van  Dwellings.  The  inspection  of  this  class  of  habitation  con- 
tinues to  receive  attention.  On  tlie  ground  at  the  rear  of  Ihe 
Lodging  House  in  Eranstonc  Road,  inspections  have  been  pcj'iodi- 
callv’  made  during  the  3'car,  and  in  Aju’il  a petition  Avas  received, 
signed  b3'  thirteen  residents  in  Leicester  Street  and  Bran.stone  Hoad, 
protesting  against  the  nui^^aiicc  caused  oAving  to  some  of  the  Aans 
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lieiiig  ciioaiiipcfl  on  a portion  of  the  groiiml  ovci-Iooking  the  gardens 
in  Lciecster  Street.  Some  of  tlie  miisanecs  (.oinplaincd  of  Avere 
such  as  could  not  ho  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  but 
frc({ucnt  visits  were  made  not  only  in  the  day  time,  but  also  in  the 
evening,  and  an  improvement  was  quickly  brought  about.  There 
has  been  occasions  when  about  ten  ^'ans  were  encamped  there, 
as  well  as  a certain  number  of  tents,  motor  cai's,  and  trailers ; but 
the  nuisance  is  not  so  pronounced  owing  to  tlic  fa'  t that  proper 
.sanitary  accommodation  is  providcfl  at  rear  of  tlie  Lodging  Hou.se, 
and  also  ashes  accommodation.  Xui.sances  which  arise  from  time 
to  time  are  abated  as  soon  as  possible. 

There  arc  also  van  dwellings  in  other  parts  of  the  town,  all  of 
Avhich  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time.  The  number  of 
visits  made  during  the  year  was  481. 

rderchaJldise  hlorks  Act,  t92G.  During  the  year  about  70  vi.sits  ■ 
were  made  under  this  Act,  particularly  as  regards  the  sale  of  imported 
tomatoes,  and.  a notice  was  inserted  in  the  local  newspapers  calling 
attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  law  regarding  the  sale  of  this 
commodity. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  /tet,  1923.  During  the  year  1930, 
145  .samples  were  obtained  for  analysis,  this  total  being  constituted 
as  follows  : — 

]\rilk  So,  Butter  23,  Cream  0,  Coffee  5,  Vinegar  6,  E.xtract  of 
ColTee  5,  .Self-Raising  Flour  5,  Jam  and  ^Marmalade  (!,  Sausage  4. 

Two  of  the  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  slightly  deiicient  in 
fat  and  one  sample  was  adulterated  with  4*^)0' of  added  water,  but 
after  full  investigation  it  was  decided  that  warnings  would  meet 
the  case,  ajid  the  purveyors  were  warned  accordingly.  One  in- 
formal sample  of  sau-^age  reported  as  adulterated  was  in  order,  as 
the  necessary  notice  was  displayed  in  the  shop. 

The  Fertilizers  snd  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1326.  During  the  year, 
eight  informal  .samples  of  Fortilixers  wci'c  obtained  for  analysis,  H.x 
of  which  wcjc  found  to  be  genuine,  but  in  two  cases  the  constituents 


found,  on  anulysis,  did  not  agree  with  the  Statutovv  Staieinents 
given  at  the  time  of  purchase.  Full  particulars  of  the  analy.sis  of 
the.se  samples  will  he  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Puhlic  Analyst. 

Housing.  The  total  number  of  houses  insi)ectcd  dining  the  3ear 
1030,  for  defects,  amounted  to  1,805.  Of  this  number,  1,551  were 
inspected  as  a result  of  complaints  or  investigation,  after  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease.  The  I'cmaijiing  31-1  houses  were  inspected  and 
the  nuisances  found  were  recorded  as  required  by  the  Housing  Act 
Regulations.  The  defects  di.scovered  in  these  344  houses  amounted 
to  13G3,  the  summaiy  lieing  as  follows  : —

Sanitary  Accornmodatlon  In  Music  Halls,  &c.  TIk-io  has  boon 
no  occasion  for  an}'  action  (lining  the  year  witli  refcrcnco  to  the 
above,  ins])e(;tions  liaving  bcc'n  made  tiiroiigliout  the  year,  and  in 
one  or  two  instances  iniiuji’  defects  ha\’e  bi-’cn  poinbal  out  to  the 
managers  of  tlu*  premises,  the  nuisances  being  abated  nitliout  any 
furtlier  action  being  taken. 

Rent  and  Mortgage  fnterest  Restriction  Acts,  1320  and  1323. 

One  application  for  a ecrtificate  was  rccei\-ed  during  the  year, 
and  same  was  granted.  In  addition,  many  applications  for  advice 
were  received,  not  onl}^  as  regards  repairs,  but  also  as  to  the  rents 
charged,  and  in  the  majority  (jf  the  eases  a .satisfactory  eonelusioii 
was  arrived  at. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

(a)  SwixE  Fever. 

The  almo.st  complete  immunity  v'hicli  we  Imve  experienced  in 
the  Borough  for  the  past  11  }-ears  from  this  disease  was  continued 
during  19.30,  there  being  no  ease  confirmed  dui’ing  the  year. 

{b)  Dog.s  Act  Regueatiok.s. 

During  the  year  an  Order  of  the  i\rinistrv  of  Agriculture  was 
passed — the  Control  of  Dogs  Older,  1930 — and  this  Order  cnahled 
Local  Authorities  to  make  Regulations  for  the  control  of  dog.s 
between  .sunset  and  sunrise,  and  the  Town  Council  duly  made 
Regulations  requiring  evcr\  dog  to  he  kept  Ijy  the  o\nicr  or  pensun 
in  charge  undci-  effectual  control  hetween  one  hour  after  sunset  and 
one  liour  before  suniise. 

(r.)  Foot  .\xn  ^[outu  Di.se.-\se. 

During  the  year.  Burton  has  enjoyed  comjiletc  immunity  from 
this  disease,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  througliout  the  eountrv 
dining  the  past  \-ear  or  so  Ilu‘  numher  of  outbreaks  shows  a 
decided  decrease. 
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((/)  Tuberculosis  Order,  1025. 

Umlor  the  above  Order,  action  was  taken  during  tlie  year  in 
respect  of  one  cow,  Nvliich  was  found  to  be  giving  tubercular  milk. 
'Pile  neecssarv  notices,  etc.,  were  .served,  and,  after  slaughter,  the 
carcase  was  found  to  lie  atTccted  with  Advanced  Tuberculosis, 
compensation  being  paid  as  provided  by  the  Oi'der. 

(e)  Tr.vxsit  of  A^'lMALS  Order,  1927. 

The  above  Order  deals  with  the  eonveyance  of  cattle,  sheep, 
swine,  and  goats  in  properly  constructed  vehicles,  and  with  due 
regard  to  the  comfort  of  the  animals  by  absence  of  overcrowding, 
the  feeding  and  watering  at  stated  inter\-als  and  care  in  loading 
and  unloading.  It  also  provides  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection 
of  vehicles  and  premises  after  use. 

The  railway'  cattle  dock  at  Burton  being  a centre  for  the  feeding 
and  watering  of  animals  in  course  of  transit,  also  the  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  cattle  trucks,  weekly  in.sjiections  are  madedn  order  to 
> see  that  the  requirements  of  the  above  Order  are  being  carried  out. 
I am  glad  to  record  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Railway  Com- 
panies in  this  direction. 

During  the  3'ear  four  carcases  of  pigs  have  been  received  dres.sed, 
having  been  .slaughtered  in  cour.se  of  transit  due  to  injuries  or  dis- 
tress. Two  of  the  carcases  were  unsound  and  totall}"  unfit  for 
food,  whilst  of  the  other  two  carcases,  143  lbs.  of  pork  were  condemned 
as  unfit  for  food,  due  to  injuries. 

Ten  carcases  of  pigs  were  found  dead  in  the  trucks  on  arrival, 
four  had  died  of  general  conge.stion,  etc.,  three  had  died  of  pneu- 
monia, and  three  as  a result  of  injur ie.s. 

Considering  over  20,000  iiigs  alone  were  received  by  rail  during 
the  year,  I feel  that  the  Railwav  Companies  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  such  a low  pjercentage  of  casualties. 
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(/)  Tjie  Transit  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Order,  1030. 

During  the  past  year  tlic  above  Order  came  into  force,  M'hich  makes 
l)rovision  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  motor  and  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  used  for  the  conveyance  of  animals  hy  road.  It 
also  lequires  that  the  owner  or  person  using  any  road  vehicle  shall 
keep  a true  record  giving  the  particulars  of  all  animals  carried  in 
the  vehicle  and  the  dates  and  places  at  M'hich  the  vehicle  was  clean.sed 
and  disinfected.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  clean.sing  of 
sucii  vehicles  at  the  Sale  Yard,  a proper  concrete  washing  platform 
heing  constructed  by  IMessrs.  J.  Eadie,  Ltd.,  the  oAvners  of  the  Sale 
Yard,  and  a chai'ge  of  3d.  for  each  veliicle  so  cleansed  and  disin- 
fected is  made.  In  addition,  there  is  a requirement  for  the  cleans- 
ing and  disinfection  of  all  vehicles  before  any  .swine  are  placed 
therein  for  the  removal  of  .same  from  a market. 

{(j)  Anthrax. 

Two  ca.ses  of  Anthrax  Avere  discovered  during  the  year,  the  car- 
cases haAong  been  brought  in  from  farms  in  the  County  of  StafTortl- 
shire.  Proceedings  AA’ere  in  one  ca.se  instituted  liy  the  Police  against 
the  farmer  and  against  the  occiquer  of  the  premises  for  offences 
under  the  Anthrax  Order,  1928,  and  severe  penalties  Avere  imposed. 


Storage  cf  Petroleum  Spirit,  etc.  The  j-u’cmi.ses  liccn.sed  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  .spirit  and  carbide  of  (alcium  have  all  been 
inspected  throughout  the  year. 

I’he  number  of  premises  licensed  is  inci'easing  every  year,  ncAV 
a])[dication.s  being  received  at  intervals  throughout  the  year,  and 
the  work  of  insjiection  of  these  premises  is  also  correspondingly 
increasing. 

The  total  number  of  licences  issued  during  the  year  was  107,  and 
573  A’isits  Avere  paid  to  these  premises. 
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Tlie  foregoing  report  gives  some  idea  of  ilio  multifarious  duties 
Avhieh  uow  devolve  upon  the  Rauitarv  Tus[)ector,  hut  there  are  many 
details  \vhieh  caiiuot  be  tabulated.  Clerical  work,  correspoudcnce, 
oflioe  routine  and  interviews  with  people  at  the  ofTice  necessarily 
take  up  a con.siilerahle  amount  of  time,  and  this  i^articular  w'ork 
has  a tendenc}-  to  increase. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  then  contiiiued  confidence 
and  sui)port.

Schools.  The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  sujiply  of  alt  the 
schools  in  the  Borough  is  satisfactory.  During  the  year,  Christ 
Church  School  was  transferred  to  the  Local  Education  Authority, 
and  was  re-constructed  at  a cost  of  £4,000,  so  as  to  give  improved 
lighting  and  ventilation  by  electric  light  and  iqi-to-date  window.s. 
The  sanitary  accommodation  has  been  improved  and  the  cloak- 
room space  has  been  increased.  The  heating  arrangements  have 
also  been  brought  up  to  date. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928.  There  aie  no  jn'cmiscs  in  the 
district  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  but  there  are  certain 
luemises  where  rag  flock  is  irsed  or  sold.

(b)  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

1.  General  Observations  as  to  Housing  Conditions.  The  general 
standard  of  housing  in  t he  Borough  is  very  good,  particnlarly  when 
compai'cd  with  m.any  other  imlustrial  towns-.  'The  j.ircvalent  tyi)e 
of  house  ill  the  Borough  is  one  with  three  bedrooms,  parlour,  kitchen 
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au<l  Hi'iillcrv,  and  if  lo  I tiis  1a  pc  all  larger  houses  are  added,  it.  is 
cstiiuatcd  that  a proportion  of  7<S  ])cr  cent,  of  all  houses  in  the 
Borough  is  accounted  for.  in  addition,  it  is  estimated  that  there 
is  a proportion  of  about  IS  per  cent,  of  four- room  type  houses,  and 
only  about  1 per  cent,  of  houses  with  three  rooms  or  lc.s,s. 

It  is  dillicult  to  get  an  exact  estimate  of  the  ages  of  the  houses  in 
the  Borough,  but  probably  from  (3.5-  to  70  per  cent,  of  the  houses 
are  less  than  (iO  }-cars  old. 

There  lire  about  1,000  houses  with  pail  or  privy  midden  eloset 
accommodation,  and  7S  with  a water  supply  by  means  of  shallow 
wells  only,  so  that  the  chief  sanitary  defects  of  the  other  houses  will 
be  restricted  to  dampness,  general  dilapidations,  and  o\ercrowding 
to  some  exteirt. 

2.  Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. 

{(t)  Extent  oe  Sjioktagk.  The  extent  of  the  present  shortage 
of  houses  is  indicated  to  some  extent  by  the  number  of  names  on 
the  waiting  list  for  Corporation  houses,  which  at  the  time  of  writing 
is  510.  The  Housing  Committee  have  34  houses  in  cour.se  of  ercc- 
tioir  in  Gordon  Street,  and  also  have  further  schemes  for  providing 
more  houses  in  U'oods  Lane. 

(h)  .CiiAXGE.s  IN  Population.  The  closing  do\ni  of  a silk  factory 
during  1030,  and  of  certain  brewery  premi.ses  in  recent  3’cars,  w('re 
no  doubt  factors  causing  to  .some  extent  the  emigration  of  a number 
of  Avorkers  from  the  Borough. 

(c)  Sites.  Xo  special  dilhcultics  have  presented  them.sGlves  so 
far  in  the  v.-ay  of  pro\'iding  suitable  sites  for  houses. 

3.  Overcrov/tling. 

(<•/)  Extent.  It  is  dillicult  to  give  an  approximate  estimate  of 
the  degree  of  overcrowding  in  the  Borough,  but,  compared  with 
many  other  towns,  it  is  probably  not  extensive.  Still  it  exists  in 
some  degree,  and  ca.scs  have  been  reported  to  the  Health  Com- 
mittee from  time  to  time.  During  the  year,  12  cases  of  overcrowd- 
ing were  reported  on  and  dealt  with, 
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(b)  Causes.  The  main  cause  of  overcrowding  is  inaltilit}'  to 
obtain  hou.scs  of  any  sort  and  also  inability  to  pay  the  rents  of  liouses 
wlien  tliey  do  become  available. 

(c)  Legal  action  waa  taken  in  two  ca.ses  of  overcrowding  di>ring 
tlie  year,  one  in  relation  to  a house  and  the  other  in  relation  to  a van. 

4.  Fitness  of  Houses. 

(a)  Difficultie.s.  The  chief  diiliculties  encountered  duiang  the 
3-ear  in  ol.)taining  a remccU-  for  all  the  defects  s^jccified  were  that 
owners  in  man}-  cases  carry  out  repairs  of  the  main  flefccts,  but 
neglect  to  do  minor  repairs  of  a remedial  character,  which  they 
regard  as  of  no  importance. 

(b)  Special  Measukes  Taken.  The  special  measures  taken 
during  the  year  included  the  inspection  of  several  groups  of  poor 
propert}'.  Specifications  of  requirements  have  been  drawn  up, 
including  the  provision  of  more  light  and  ventilation,  washing 
accommodation,  provision  of  sinks  and  water  over  the  same,  repair- 
ing of  external  brickwork  anti  re-iiointing,  new  floors  where  neces- 
sary, reined}-  of  dampness,  repair  of  jiaving,  and  the  provision  of 
W.C’s,  etc. 

(c)  Extent  to  w'lricn  Hou.ses  have  not  adequate  internal 
Water  Supply.

(7)  General  Observation  on  Housing  Matters. 

The  main  difheultv  ex])cricnecd  in  housing  administration  has  been 
the  provision  of  housing  accommodation  for  the  poorer  classes  of 
the  coJiimunity,  and  for  that  part  of  the  community  who  may  he 
dcseribeil  as  unthrifty  or  carclc.ss.  Xcithcr  of  tlicse  clas,ses  is  able 
to  pay  the  rents  now  demanded,  and  as  regards  the  latter  class,  no 
house  owners  are  willing  to  let  hou.ses  to  them  knowing  that  they 
will  have  difficulty  in  getting  the  rent  and  that  the  property  will 
not  be  used  in  a reasonable  manner. 


IP^SPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.  During  the  3'car  1930,  02  bulk  sam2»lcs  of 
milk  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Insjoectors  wore  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  !Manchc.stcr,  to  be  tested  for  Tuberculosis. 
Ten  were  rejmrted  2>ositive,  or  9.2  j^cr  cent,  of  the  total. 

Of  the  10  jiositive  samjilcs,  three  related  to  one  farm  and  two  to 
another  farm,  the  remainder  being  from  individual  farms.  There 
were,  therefore,  seven  farms  affected,  of  which  one  was  in  the 
Lorough,  five  in  the  County  of  Stafford,  and  one  in  the  County  of 
Derby. 

The  Borough  Veterinary  Surgeon  visited  and  inspected  the  cows 
at  the  Borough  farm,  but  in  the  other  cases  notification  was  sent 
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to  the  ^rodienl  OfTiccr  of  I-fcnlth  of  tlie  County  roncerned,  and  these 
farms  were  visited  and  ins[)cctcd  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  cmjdoyed 
by  the  County  Council. 

At  5 of  tliese  farms  (1  in  tlie  Borougli  and  4 outside)  tuberculous 
cows  were  found  to  the  number  of  o,  all  of  them  being  .slaughtered 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.  At  the  remainin"  2 faijus  the

Bakehouses.  There  are  now  19  bakehous(^s  in  use  in  the 
Borough,  9 being  workshops  aTid  10  factories.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

Report  on  V/ork  as  Public  Analyst  for  the  year  1930. 

During  the  3-(‘ar  1930,  145  samjdes  we^(^  submitted  for  analysis 
under  the  Food  and  Dnig.s  (Adulteration)  Act,  this  total 
being  constituted  as  follows  : — Milk  So,  (’ream  (i.  Butter  23,  Self- 
raising  Flour  5,  ('ofTc'C  5,  Jam  3,  i\rai'mala(le  3,  \'inogar  0,  Sausages  4, 
Fssence  of  Coffee  1,  and  Es.scnee  of  Coffee. ami  Chieorv  4. 
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I'our  sniniiles  (lliroe  of  milk  and  one  of  .sausages)  were 
returned  as  adulleratod,  wliii  h sliow.s  a percentage  of  adulteration 
of  2'7().  This  is  the  lowest  penentage  of  adulteration  that  has 
occurred  since  my  appointment. 

'J'he  improvement  in  the  quality  of  milk  continued,  as  it  showed 
an  average  comjiosition  of  Fat  3 per  cent.,  Solids  (not  Fat)  S-.St! 
per  cent.  One  sample  was  returned  as  adulterated  because  it  con- 
tained four  per  cent,  of  added  water,  while  two  others  showed 
delieieneies  in  fat  to  the  extents  of  two  per  cent,  and  four  per  cent. 
re.spcctively. 

Butter  was  not  so  good  in  1930,  the  average  amount  of  water 
being  14-37  per  cent. 

Of  the  six  samples  of  cream,  five  were  of  the  tinned  article, 
in  which  fat  ranged  from  21-5  to  27-9  per  cent.,  with  an  average 
of  24-7  per  cent.  As  usual,  tinned  creams  .showed  great  inferior- 
ity to  cream  sold  loose,  the  only  sample  of  the  latter  recei\'ed  con- 
taining 74-25  per  cent,  of  fat. 

Self-raising  flour  contained,  in  two  samples,  acid  sodium  phos- 
phate with  sodium  bicarbonate  as  the  gas-forming  ingrcdient.s.  The 
flour  proper  in  one  sample  had  apparently  been  submitted  to  one 
of  the  heating  processes  of  very  recent  usage  to  “ strengthen  ” it. 
In  the  other  three  samples,  the  gas-producing  ingredients  wei’e 
calciuin  acid  phosphate  and  sodium  bicarbonate  ; this  is  the  old- 
fashioned  type  of  self-raising  flour  which  has  Plaster  of  Paris  (cal- 
cium sulphate)  as  an  invarialile  impurity.  By  an  old  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Local  Government  Board,  a vendor  of  acid  calcium 
pho.sphate  can  be  pro.secuted  if  this  contains  more  than  ten  per 
cent,  of  calcium  sulphate,  and  a similar  disadvantage  awaits  the 
person  who  sells  anything  containing  such  acid  calcium  phosphate. 
For  this  reason,  only  the  lowest  grades  mid  cheajie.st  qualities  con- 
tain between  eight  and  ten  per  cent,  of  calcium  sulphate.  W'ilh 
such  inferior  material  wcic  all  three  articles  treated. 
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The  prevalence  of  funj^^oid  diseases  of  vlieat  in  recent  years 
imposes  two  furtlicr  duties  on  tlie  Analyst.  It  sometimes  happens 
that  unsound  wheat  is  heavily  dihitcd  with  sound  wheat,  and  that 
wheat  is  sometimes  dosed  wilh  fungicides  to  prevent  the  attack  of 
plant  parasites.  Every  sample  of  flour  was  satisfactory  both  as 
regards  absence  of  grain  blemishes  and  ab.sence  of  fungicides. 

Vinegar  wars  very  good.  Acetic  acid  ranged  from  4-35  to  5-04 
per  cent.  As  this  has  to  keep  up  alrove  4 per  cent.,  there  was  in 
every  case  air  adec{uate  re.serve  of  acid. 

Jam  was  very  poor.  This  is  the  cu.stomary  experience  now-a- 
days,  except  iir  the  cases  of  some  home-made  jam  and  that  of  manu- 
facturers who  make  better  arrangements  ab-out  fruit  tharr  others. 
The  average  water-soluble  extract  (he.,  sugar  and  the  sohrble  por- 
tion of  the  fruit)  was  onl}'  (58-6  per  cent.,  and  marmalade  was  also 
poor,  with  an  average  of  GS-S  per  cent. 

The  sausages,  mentioned  as  adulterated,  contained  120  parts  of 
sulphur  dioxide  per  million  without,  apparently,  the  necessary 
adequate  disclosure. 

A sample  of  Initter  contained  violet  specks,  which  proved  to 
consist  of  particles  of  graphite  and  a violet  dye  ; the  explanation 
of  this  would  be  that  at  some  stage  in  the  manipulation  of  this 
butter  someone  had  sharpened  a copying-ink  ])cncil.  This  is  the 
second  occasion  where  I have  investigated  such  a defect,  the  ju’cvious 
one  being  where  a large  bulk  of  butter  from  an  Irish  factory  was 
quite  spoilt  by  an  operative’s  thoughtlessness.

FERTILISERS  ARD  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926. 

Report  of  the  Officigl  Agricultural  Analyst  for  the  year  1930. 

During  tlie  year  Ibilt),  eiglit  samples  were  received  for  analysis, 
this  total  being  constituted  as  follows  ; — Superphosphate  1,  Nitrate 
of  Soda  3,  Sulphate  of  Dotash  1,  Compound  Fertilisers  2,  and  Bone 
^feal  1. 

All  t he  samples  were  salisfartory  exee])t  the  Compound  Fertilisers, 
both  samples  of  Avhieh  showed  deficicmiues  in  phosphoric  acid  and 
great  excess  of  potash,  ft  is  probafde  that  they  had  been  badly 
mixed,  but  the  results  of  the  mixing  were  larger  proportions  of  the 
ino.st  valuable  coirstituent — potash  ; and  from  the  point  of  value 
for  money  both  were  of  considei’altly  greater  value  than  the  statu- 
tory statements  would  indicate. 

No  instance  of  faulty  statutor}-  .statement  occurred  during  the 
year.

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PREVALENCrZ  OF,  AWD  CONTROL  OVER,  [NFECTICUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

A^olifialtlc  infectious  diseases  were  very  prevaleiit  during  tlie 
year.  Tliis  applies  particularly  to  Scarlet  Fever  and  JJiplitheria, 
both  of  which  throughout  the  year  juaintained  a high  level  of  inci- 
dence. The  nuinhcr  of  Scarlet  .Fever  cases  notified,  viz.,  3S9  was 
the  largest  recorded  in  any  year  since  the  adoption  of  the  Infectiou.s 
Di.scase  (Xotifieatioir)  Act,  in  181t2,  while  the  notification  of  205 
eases  of  Diphtheria  showed  that  this  disease  uas  prevalent  to  a 
degree  jnuch  above  the  average. 

fn  Scarlet  Fever,  the  tyijc  was  on  the  whole  an  cxtrenicly  mild 
one,  causing  much  dilliculty  in  diagno.sis,  and  leading,  no  'doubt, 
to  ]nany  missed  cases,  which  formed  new  foci  of  infection,  and  so 
kept  the  disease  going.  Towards  the  end  of  the  }car  the  type 
showed  a tendency  to  iiuwased  severity  to  some  extent,  but  even 
then  vc)-\'  few  of  the  cases  were  seriousl}’  ill.  There  were  no  deaths 
recorded  as  due  to  Scarlet  Fever. 

Diphtheria,  on  the  other  hand,  was  of  a fairly  virulent  form,  and 
caused  10  deaths.  Antitoxin,  on  the  uhole,  is  given  as  early  as 
practicable.  In  some  cases  it  was  given  late  owing  to  the  fact  that 
there  was  undue  delay  in  .sending  for  medical  help,  while  in  a few 
eases  there  was  delay  due  to  waiting  for  the  result  of  swabs.  It 
is  a good  rule  to  observe  that  if  it  is  necc.s.saiy  to  take  a .swab,  an 
injection  of  Diphtheria  antitoxii\  should  be  given  at  the  same  time, 
and  not  wait  21  hours  or  more  for  the  result  of  the  .swab.  ■ 

The  ju’cvalcnce  of  Scarlet  Fe\  er  and  Dii)hth‘'ria  at  the  same  time 
caused  great  dilliculties  in  providing  ho.spital  isolation  for  all  cases 
urgently  requiring  it.  The  plan  adopted  was  1<.»  pick  the  ea.ses  for 
hospital,  to  insi.st  on  all  cases  staying  at  home  where  isolation  at 
home  was  reasonably  practicable,  and  to  remove  to  hospital  as 
many  cases  as  po.ssible  where  home  conditions  were  unfavourable. 

Even  then  many  of  the  latter  cases  had  to  wait  for  .several  days 
before  a bed  could  be  found,  and  the  wards  at  1 he  Isolation  Hospital 
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wrro  o\ c’rcrmvdcd  nearly  all  llic  time.  This  eondition  of  affairs 
will  he  remedied  to  a lar;^e  extent  onec  the  new  ob.sers'ation  and 
eiihiele  hloek  now  in  coiir.sc  of  erection  is  eompleted. 

The  facilities  provided  for  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
swabs  in  suspected  l)i[>htheria  cases  was  very  largely  taken  advan- 
tage of  by  the  medical  ])ractitionei‘s  as  a whole,  but  in  one  or  two 
instances  very  few  swabs  were  taken. 

Xo  general  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  tests  for 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively  among.st  members  of  the 
puklie,  or  of  artifuial  methods  of  ju'oducing  active  immunity 
against  these  disease.s.  Schick  testing  and  subserpient  immunising 
methods  have  only  been  used  in  the  case  of  the  staff  at  the 
I.^olation  Hospital,  and  in  a few  instances  where  a recpic.st  has  been 
made  by  members  of  the  public. 

Xo  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  during  the  year.  One  contact 
was  re- vaccinated  by  the  ^Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public 
Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

So  far  as  the  information  available  enables  an  opinion  to  be 
formed,  Influenza  was  not  particidarly  severe  during  the  year.  Only 
GO  eases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
105  in  11*29.  In  addition,  the  number  of  deaths  caused  bv  Influenza 
was  only  nine  compared  with  47  deaths  in  1929. 

Partictilars  of  non-not  iliable  infectious  diseases  received  from  the 
schools  through  the  Director  of  Education  are  very  useful  to  the 
Health  Department  in  dealing  with  these  diseases.  The  numbers 
received  from  the  Education  Offices  are  as  follows  : — iffieaslcs  and 
Rubella  790,  AVhooj[iing  Cough  107,  Chickenpox  383,  and  iMumps  14. 

Two  ca.ses  of  Anthrax  in  aniinals  were  found  during  the  t'car, 
and  when  dealing  with  one  of  thc.se  cases  the  .slaughterman  cut  his 
hand.  Arrangements  were  at  once  made  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  a supply  of  Anti-Anthrax  Scrum  to  be  obtained  and  given 
to  the  patient,  who  made  a good  rccovciy  from  his  wound,  and 
showed  no  signs  of  the  disease.

Diphtheria.  This  disease  was  very  prevalent  throughout  the 
year,  205  eases  being  notified.  Ten  patients  died,  whieli  gives  a 
case  mortalit}'  of  4-9  per  cent. 

The  practice  which  has  been  a routine  measure  for  a number  of 
years  of  “ swabliing  " all  school  cliildren  wlio  were  contacts  in  the 
home  of  a Diphtheria  case  was  continued  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  thus  examined  was  212,  and  23  (10-8 
per  cent.)  were  found  to  be  “ carriers  ” of  Dijjhtheria  germs  in  the 
throat  or  nose,  or  both. 

These  cases  were  e.xeluded  from  .'-ehool  until  negative,  and  received 
a])propriatc  treatment.  The  contacts  who  give  negative  swabs  are 
allowed  to  return  to  school  at  onc(',  and  thus  save  a considerable 
amount  of  school  attendance. 
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Scarlet  Fever.  Sen  Hot  Fever  vas  very  prevalent  tliroughout  Hie 


Disease  (XolilieaHon)  Act,  in  1892.  It  was  of  a very  mild  type 
and  caused  no  deaths. 

Zymotic  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases 
was  12,  viz.,  Diphtheria  10,  Diarrhoea  1,  and  Whooping  Cough  1.

BOROUGH  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  Iiad  a very  bus\'  year.  In  fact, 
tlic  number  of  admissions,  viz.,  "421,  exceeded  by  over  100  the  next 
highest  number  in  any  year  since  the  pi'C.soit  ho.spital  was  opened. 
The  wards  were,  eoirserpiently,  oxeierowdcd,  and  great  difficulties 
were  encountered  in  providing  accommodation  for  all  the  eases 
urgently  recjuiring  admissioii.  (.’ai-eful  selection  of  cases  had  to  be 
made  so  that  all  tliose  who  could  be  isolatecl  at  home,  howex'cr 
inconvenient,  were  refused  admission  to  hospital.  In  sj^ite  of  this 
precaution,  man}'  eases  urgently  recpdi  ing  admission  had  to  remain 
at  home  for  some  time  until  accommodation  in  ho.spital  could  be 
founcl  for  them.  . 

A still  greater  difficulty  which  is  encountei'cd  almo.st  every  year, 
Init  which  was  multiplied  maiiy  1 imes  during  last  year,  was  the 
large  number  of  eases  of  multijde  infections  which  cropped  up 
during  the  year,  ca.ses  rccpiiriiig  separate  cubicles  for  eflleicnt  and 
safe  treatment.  There  were  t^co  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  with  Diph- 
theria, and  twenty  ca.ses  of  Scarlet  Fever  with  positive. Diphtheria 
swabs  in  no.se  or  throat,  two  cases  of  German  i\reasle.s,  and  one  of 
i\rea.slc.s  .sent  in  as  Scarlet  Fever,  one  ca.se  of  Diphtheria  with  Measle.s 
and  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  with  doubtful  Scarlet  Fever.  In  addi- 
tion, one  ease  of  Paratyi)hoid  Fever  had  to  be  treated  in  the  Scarlet 
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]'\'vcr  Olisorviilion  As  no  cnljiclos  wore  availalilo,  l.lio  host, 

arningonu'nl.  liad  to  l)o  made  with  tlic  wards  m use,  eom])iiied  with 

barrier  ” isolat  ion.  The  new'  cubicle  block  of  eight  cubicles  and 
two  four-beddoil  wards  now  nearing  completion  will  be  of  enormous 
benefit  to  the  Institution,  and  will  enable  the  staff  in  future  to  deal 
with  similar  cases  in  a safe  and  proper  manner.

IVlATERrilTY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwives.  The  duties  of  the  supervision  and  in.^pection  of  raid- 
wives  are  undertaken  by  the  ^fedical  Ollicer  of  Health  and  tlie 
Superintendent  Health  ^’isitor. 

The  number  of  I\Iidwivc.s  who  in  dannary,  19:>(),  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  jjracti.se  within  the  ai'ca  of  the  Borough  in  accord- 
ance with  section  10  of  the  Midwives  Act  , 1902,  was  20.  Subse- 
quently, one  other  IMidwifc  gave  notice,  and  her  name  was  added 
to  the  register. 

The  only  remaining  untrained  i\ritiwife  in  the  Borough  retired 
from  ])ractice  on  the  1st  duly,  1990,  so  that  all  the  i\rid wives  now 
in  practice  have  obtaiuc'd  their  cci  tiilcates  after  a course  of  training 
in  the  work  and  after  j)assiug  the  j)icscribcd  examination. 
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Two  ^ridwivoa  were  caulioned  during  tlic  year,  one  for  not  noti- 
fying births  promptly  and  one  for  not  keeping  lier  register  up  to 
date,  for  her  ante  nalal  regisli'r  not  In-ing  satisfactory  and  for  not 
notifying  births. 

Lectures  to  rdidvvlves.  Owing  to  pressure  of  work  it  was  not 
fouiul  possible  to  arrange  the  usual  lectures  to  Midwives  during  t he 
year.

Medical  Practitioners’  Fees.  Claims  from  Medical  Practitioners 
for  fees  under  Section  14  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  for  assistance 
to  Midwives  in  emergencit^s  amounted  to  £98  9s.  6d.  for  the  year, 
and  £53  Os.  6d.  was  repaid  to  the  Corporation  by  patients  during 
the  same  period. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre.  The  Infant  \Velfare  Centre  is  carried  on 
at  55,  Union  Street.  It  is  open  on  ^Monday,  Wednc.sday,  and  Thurs- 
day afternoons  for  children,  and  on  Friday  afternoons  as  a clinic 
for  expectant  mothers.  A few  children  still  attend  on  Friday 
afternoons,  but  only  in  small  numbers,  and  this  is  no  longer  counted 
as  a session  for  infant  welfare  work.  In  fact,  the  numbers  attending 
the  Ante  Xatal  Clinic  on  Friday  afteriroons  is  so  large  that  all  the 
time  of  the  staff  available  is  fully  occupied  in  this  work. 

As  has  been  previously  pointed  out,  more  adequate  accoinmoda- 
tion  is  urgentl}'  required  at  the  Infant  ^Vclfarc  Centre,  but  no  pro- 
gress was  made  during  the  \'ear  towards  this  object,  mainly  owing 
to  the  difficulty  of  securing  a suitable  site. 
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Staff.  The  staff  consists  of  one  saj^erintcndcnt  licalth  visitor  and 
two  health  visitors  wlio  carry  out  doniiciliary  visits  to  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  to  iiifants,  and  also  visit  eases  of  non- 
notiiiable  infectious  diseases,  investigate  still-hirths  and  deaths  of 
infants.  They  also  attend  the  Iiifant  ^Velfare  Centre.  The  same 
staff  also  pays  domiciliary  visits  to  cases  of  Tuljerculosis,  and  the 
two  health  visitors  also  attend  the  Tuberculosis  ])ispensary.  Tlie 
superiiitendent  health  visitor  also  acts  as  inspector  of  midwives 
and  as  infant  life  protectioii  visitor  under  Part  1 of  the  Children 
Act,  1908. 

jMedical  attendance  is  given  to  the  Infa?it  Welfare  Centre  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Thursday's,  and  to  the  Ante  Xatal 
Clinic  on  Fridays. 

Voluntary  Helpers.  A number  of  ladies  have  acted  as  voluntary 
helpers  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  some  of  them  o^'er  a long  period 
of  years,  and  have  given  very  valuable  assistance  in  carrying  out 
the  work.  It  is  only  through  their  regular  and  ungrudging  help 
that  such  large  numbers  can  be  dealt  with. 

Number  of  Cases.  The  number  of  nCAv  cases  registered  at  the 
Centre  during  the  year  was  509,  and  the  total  attendance  11,054, 
giving  an  average  per  session  of  54,  as  compared  with  an  average 
of  56  for  1929. 

These  averages  are  taken  on  the  basis  of  four  sessions  per  Aveek.
